Since 1952 At Market 


Monday's Glades Livestock Market sale of 1,021 cattle 
which brought $143,430.05 was the second largest money sale 
since August 1952, according to George Young, market mana- 
ger; and in addition to being the largest sale of 1959, it was 
the sixth sale of the year when gross receipts were over 


$100,000. 


Young attributed the large returns to the scarcity of cat- 


Celery And Corn 
Will Carry Deal 
Through Mid June 


Only corn and celery appear 
to be the only items which will 
be shipped-in-volume for the 
rest of the Glades harvest sea- 
son while most other commodi- 
ties are either dwindling or 
stopped this week. 

The shipments by rail num- 
bered 115 more than a week 
ago; however, the overall ship- 
ments by truck and rail were 
down somewhat. The season 
continues to lag some 250 cars 
behind the '56-57 season which 
is being used as a barometer of 
this year's business since last 
year's cold held back any good 
volume, 

Most houses will be "out" of 
everything but corn and celery 
by the first of next week. Any 
kind of a warming trend in the 
weather after the excessive 
rains would spell “quits” to the 
produce and lower the quality 
of anything left. 

Produce people agree that if 
anything of good quality sur- 
vives the rain, its price will be 
good. 

Beans are almost gone with 
the bulk of sales at $2.10 for 
Téndergreens and $2.75 for 
Wades. Cabbage sold at $1.25 
as did célery. Fancy corn re- 
turned $225 with the bulk at 
$1:75-2.00 with good demand, 

The lettuces, endive, escarole, 
potatoes are finished with some 
parsley around. Gressingers-and 
Graber's, two of the big rad- 
ish houses, are through with 
some radishes being handled by 
Pioneer Co-op and Wedgworth's.

Unusual Tagging 
Results Reported 


The shrimp “tagging project 
being carried out by the Marine 
Laboratory of the University of 
Miami for the Florida Statė 
Board of Conservation produces 
some unusual results. Mainly, 
the tagged shrimp are spotted 
by the shrimp fishermen and 
the tags returned to the lab- 
oratory by them. However, this 
is not always the case. 

For instance, a shrimp tag- 
ged on Fehruscy 5 about nine 
miles north of Loggerhead Key 
lighthouse in the Dry Tortugas 
turned up in the kitchen of Mrs. 
Patricia Muzsik of Bronx, N. 
Y. She returned the tag to the 
Marine Laboratory with the 
comment: had already boil- 
ed the shrimp before I found 
the tag" She hoped the boil- 
ing did not injure the tag. It 
didn't. 

Another tag, returned to the 
Marine Laboratory from The 
American Legion at. Athens, 
Georgia, was found in the Amer. 
ican Legion kitchen by Mrs. J. 
H. O'Kelley, who is in charge 
of their dining room. She wrote 
that she purchased the shrimp, 
25 pounds of them, at Wolfong 
Bros, at Athens. This shrimp 
was tagged by the Marine Lab-

The tagging is done by the 
Fisheries Department of the lab- 
oratory and is directed by Dr. 
C. P. Idyll, research associate.
